Sharing of Profits Builds Busi- 
ness, He Says. 


Seattle, Wash.—The Golden Rule in 

a printing establishment may be com- 

paratively new, but Clint W. Lee, 

Seattle specialty printer, believes he 

kas proved it a success in the ten 

years he has operated under this sys- 
tem, 

Twenty-four years ago, Lee started 

business on a small scale, assisted by 

printer and a §6-a-week boy. Ten 

} yéars ago he first began to share his 

“ sprofits with his son and with his press- 

man, i 
Since then he has gradually devel- 
oped his co-operative plan, and last 
year distributed $4,700 in profits 
among the thirty-five men and wémen 
on his pay roll. Moreover, he has 
made money. 

The Christian printer, as Lee ts 
known in Seattle, said he has no cut 
and dried plan which can be applied 
in any business. His policy is the re- 
sult of year to year experiment in hig 
own plant. He has seen fit to divide 
80 per cent of the net income of the 
plant with his employees besides pay- 
ing union wages or better and giving 
a week's vacation yearly with pay. 
His minimum wage for experienced 
girls 1a $20 a week and only two re- 
ceive so little as that. 

Group life insurance on the em- 
ployees is paid for entirely by the 
company and one-third of the cost of 
health and accident insurance. Every 
employee is given an opportunity to 
buy stock in the corcern on easy 
terms, 

One of the new human element fea- 
tures of Lee's policy is a 20-minute 
chapel service every Monday morning 
on the company’s time. Lee, who was 
elected chaplain, starts the exercises 
at elght o'clock with a prayer.

Court Presentation in 
England More Difficult 


London.—Obtaining a presentation 
to the king and queen is becoming 
such a task that even English folk of 
high rank have to resort to subter- 
fuges to obtain a court presentation 
for their own children. So many for- 
eigners are claiming the right of pre- 
sentation nowadays that, even though 
their majesties hold four courts in- 
stead of two in a season, the English- 
born debutante has difficulty in get- 
ting into the presence of her sover- 
elgns, 

Hundreds of applications were re- 
ceived by the lord chamberlain this 
year. Already the unsuccessful ap- 
plicants are registering for next year. 
Many parents whose daughters do not 
reach the debutante age of eighteen 
before 1927 or 1928, have made ap- 
plications for the year in which their 
daughters shall be old enough. The 
lord chamberlain has received these 
applications but not accepted them, 
for he fears that if such a precedent 
is set, soon applications for presenta- 
tion will be filed as soon as a baby 
girl is born in elegible families. Amer- 
ican mothers are quick to follow this 
lead. The American embassy already 
has application for the courts of 1927 
and 1928. 


Americans Big Losers 


in Casinos of France 

Nice, France.—It is estimated that 
American visitors lost 33,240,000 
francs in the Riviera casinos last year. 
The “kitties” of the various casinos 
amounted to 83,100,000 francs, 40 per 
cent of which is figured to have come 
from American pocketbooks. 

The municipal casino of Cannes led 
all the others in paying local and state 
taxes on a total bank’s percentage of 
82,304,000 francs. The municipal ca- 
sino of Nice was second with 26,280,- 
000 francs, while the other casino at 
Nice, the Promenade Jetty casino, was 
third with 10,481,000 francs. 

Monte Carlo casino, which ts not a 
French casino, had @ yearly “kitty” of 
112,550,000 francs. (The franc at 
present is worth about 8% cents.)

Leave Note Saying “We 
. Made Up Oar Minds to 
Die Together.” 


8t. Louls.—"“We made up our minds 
to dle ‘together. Both want to die at 
the same time. When the rich can’t 
live, how can the poor? We are poor.” 

A policeman who entered an attic 
bedroom at 8415-17A Lemp_ avenue 
found this note penciled in German on 
a paper bag. In the bed were the gas- 
asphyxiated bodies of Joseph M. Os- 
wald, fifty-three years old, and his 
wife, Mary, forty-three, who owned 
the whole building and lived in: the 
attic. . eer 

The.policeman opened the windows. 
An ambulance was summoned and the 
bodies sent to the morgue. 

Carefully Planned. 

Great care had been taken to pre- 
vent fatlure of the suicide plans. The 
door and windows had been locked, 
and carpets draped over the door. A 
rubber tube had been suspended from 
an open gas light jet in the ceiling 
to a point directly over the foot of 
the bedstead, to which it was tied 
with string. Then the couple lay 
down in bed with thetr faces close 
to the escaping gas, and to make cer- 
tain they did not move, a clothesline 
had been looped under the bed and 
over the bodies, and tied, with the 
knot resting within reach of: Oswald. 

The odor of gas reached a second- 
floor tenant, Mrs. Mary Pretaboir, and 
she called Patrolman William A. 
Krueger, who broke in the bedroom 
door and found-the note and the 
bodies. 

Rented Part of House. 

On the reverse of the note, which 
was translated into English by neigh- 
bors, was written the name, “Joseph 
M. Oswald,” a quotation, “Live With

God,” three crossmarks and an 
“Amen.” There were also the name, 
address and telephone number of a 
niece, Kate Schiebel, employed at 
3634 Castleman avenue, , 

The Oswalds lived frugally. They 
bought the house several years ago. 
It is a two-story, four-family brick 
flat with a large attic. They rented 
the lower floors and reserved the at- 
tic for themselves having a bedroom, 
living room and kitchen. They derived 
a monthly income of $95 in rentals 
from the flats and garages in the rear. 
No money or bank book was found in’ 
their rooms. n 

Oswald had worked as a machin- 
ist until fll health kept him unem- 
ployed in recent years. His wife also 
suffered from illness, They once 
moved away from the city for the 
sake of their health, but were not 
benefited and they returned to the at- 
tic eighteen months ago. Their niece, 
Miss Schiebel, visited them weekly.

Sir Henry Morgan, Fiend 


REATNESS is only a relative term, 
so that the statement of one histo- 
rian that Sir Henry Morgan was the 
“greatest of. all the brethren of the 
coast,” must be acvepted with reserva- 
tions. If the designation “brethren of 
the coast” be interpreted to mean those 
who: wrote their names in history in red 
with looting and with murdering, then 
Sir Henry Morgan, buccaneer, ‘may 
well claim pre-eminence. But if the 
term be limited strictly to pirates, 
Morgan must give place to others, 
For Morgan, a Welshman born in 
the year 1685, can be regarded as a 
pirate only by oné people—the Span- 
farda, to whom he was for so long a 
terrible scourge. It is doubtful if the 
English care to class him with that 
other terror of the dons, Sir Robert 
Drake, or even to admit that he com- 
mitted some of the blackest crimes in 
history under fhe English banner. But 
the fact remains that Henry Morgan 
became Sir Henry Mforgan by word 
and act of His Gracious Majesty, 
Charles II, and it was:an English court 
which decided a libel suit in Morgan's 
favor against the publishers of Esque- 
meling’s famous book, “History of the 
Bucaniers,” in which Morgan was 
painted as an inhuman monster. 
The son of a Welsh farmer, Morgan 
took to the sea early, eventually going 
to the West Indies where his uncle 
was for a time deputy governor of 


himself as a commander of privateers 
and in 1668 scored his first success by 
looting the town of Puerto Bello. 
“Puerto Bello gold!”—what romantic 
visions of untold; wealth that term 
conjures up, but In the case of Morgan 
and his buccaneers it should be ac- 
companied by words only which mean 
untold agony and fiendish cruelty. | 
This was followed by other success- 
es--the raid on Maracaibo, the storm- 
ing of Fort St. Lawrence, the famous 
march up the Chagres river and finally 
the peak of Morgan's infamous career, 
the capture and sack of the city of 
Panama, The full tale of this would 
fill a volume. A quotation from one 
historian will give an inkling of the 
eareer of Sir Henry Morgan: “The 
bright moon from the clear heaven 
looked down in all its tender tropic 
splendor upon such a carnival of 
crime and debauchery as .possibly the 
world never saw . . they: had a vast 
amount of precious merchandize, one 
bundred: and. twenty-five beasts.ef, bur- 
den laden with. gold, sliver and jewels, 
and six hundred prisoners for ransom,” 
“Loot !"—Sir, Henry Morgan. wrote 
that word.in a manner which never 
will be surpassed! : , 


“Long Ben,” Hero of a Play 


Nt to Captain Kidd, perhaps no 
other pirate leader ever caught 
the popular fancy so much as Capt. 
John Avery, alias Henry Every, alias 
Captain Bridgeman, variously known 
as “Long Ben,” and the “Arch-Pirate.”

He first 
came into prominence as first officer 
on an armed privateer, The Duke, 
whose commander, Captain Gibson, the 
Spaniards had engaged to fight French 
pirates in the West Indies. Avery led 
a mutiny on board the ship while it lay 
at anchor in Cadiz harbor, put the 
captain ashore and was himself elected 
captain. Then he renamed the vessel 
the Charles the Second and set out. 
At the Isle of May he seized the 
Portuguese governor and held him for 
ransom until a supply of provisions 
were sent aboard; then he salled away 
to the coast of Guinea to engage in 
the slave trade, capturing two or three 
English vessels en route. Nedr the 
Island of Princess he captured two 
Danish ships, and then set out for 
Madagascar, from which base he op- 
erated in- the Red sea.  ~ © s 
At Aden Avery’s ship was joined by 
two English pirate ships and three 
from America, all bent upon the same 
quest.

GOOD THINGS TO EAT 

The simplest foods well cooked and 
served are the most satisfying to the 
mejority of people for 
every day. 

Claridge Beef Heart.— 
Wash and remove the 
arteries from the heart, 
wipe dry and fill with a 
good stuffing, tie up se 
curely and roast in a 
moderate oven for three 
hours. Remove the 
strings before serving, 
and also pour a hot 


Stuffing: Chop one ounce of suct 
fine, ad. two cupfuls of breed crumbs, 
one chopped onion, season with pars- 
ley, thyme, pepper, salt, and a grat- 
ing of nutmeg. Mix well and add one 
beaten egg to bind it. 

Spring Salad.—Grate or put through 
the fine knife of the food chopper 
enough carrots to make a cupful, add 
a little minced celery, a sersoning of 
onion and enough good salad dressing 
to season well. Serve on lettuce, 
dotted with spoonfuls of the dressing. 

Rhubarb and raisins make a good 
combination for a pie. 

Plain Custard Pie——It would seem 
that eny cook might make a most 
acceptable custard pie, but the proof 
of the pudding being in the eating, we 
know they can’t. Line a pie‘tin with 
a good rich crust having the rim stand 
up well above the edge of the tin. 
Fill with a custard mixture, using for 
an ordinary pie two eggs, one-third 
of 9 cupful of sugar, a pinch of salt, 
end two cupfuls of milk, adding a gen- 
erous grating of nutmeg or cinnamon 
if preferred. Set into a hot oven to 
bake the crust quickly—-this avoids 
soaking it—then lower the. heat to 
bake the custard, as that should not 
be cooked at a high temperature. Too 
hot an oven will make the custard 
whey, and become coarse greined. A 
perfect pie should be well baked on 
the bottom and have a filling of rich, 
creamy consistency. A custard is 
well baked when a knife thrust into 
the center comes out clean. 

Tapioca well cooked and . mixed 
with any bits.of canned or fresh fruit, 
topped with whipped cream, makes a 
most delightful dessert. 

Dumplings.—Delicious fiuffy dump- 
lings may be’ as follows: 


buttermilk, two teaspoonful of bak- 
ing ‘powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt; sift in flour enough to make a 
drop batter, Drop from a teaspoon 
into a kettle of hot meat with plenty 
of bones to hold up the dumplings, 
cover tightly and cook eight minutes. 
Do not uncover during the cooking. 
Everyday Good Things. 

If one desires & large quantity of 
sandwich filling for company, the fol- 
lowing recipe will 
be a good one to 
follow. For small 
amounts it may be 
divided. 

Cheese Sandwich 
Filling. — Mix to- 
gether one cupful 
of sour. cream, 
three eggs, one 
tablespoonful each of butter and su- 
gar, a few grains of cayenne, one tea- 
spoonful of mustard, and one tee 
spoonful of salt. Beat all together un- 
til the eggs are broken, set over hat 
water and stir until it begins to thick- 
en, then add three tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar (hot) to the cream mixture. 
Cook until it coats the spoon, add one 
and one-half pounds of finely cut 
cheese, two green peppers put through 
the meat chopper and two red peppers 
eiso chopped. Add the peppers after 
the mixture is slightly cool. Use on 
piices of buttered bread. The cheese 
and peppers may be used, adding 
enough dressing to make the right con- 
sistency; in this way the amount may 
be varied to suit the need. 

Carrot, Pineapple and Nut Salad.— 
Put a carrot or two’ through the 
meat chopper; to one cupful of the 
carrot edd a slice of finely minced 
pineapple and a. tablespoonful ot 
chopped nuts. Mix with a good salad 
dressing and serve on lettuce. 

Curry of Mutton.—Fry one large 
onion, chopped fine, in two table- 
spoonfuls of butter. Mix one table-
